Two Coffee County agencies join 
forces for child support roundup 


If a person owes child support 
in Coffee County, he/she may 
want to pay now. The District 
Attorney’s office and the Coffee 
County Department of Human 
Resources will be conducting a 
child support roundup during 
the months of November and 
December, and if someone has 
not paid child support, he/she 
could be taken to jail. 

Children rely ori child support 
payments for their basic needs, 
and this round up is being con- 
ducted to emphasize just that. 
This effort is to be a strong 
reminder to delinquent parents 
of the importance of making 
regular support payments. 

A grace period of approxi- 
mately two weeks, which begins 
immediately, will be allowed for 
those persons currently behind 
in their child support to contact 


the Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources or the 
District Attorney.’s office Child 
Support Division to resolve any 
issues without having to take 
further action. Anyone owing 
past due support that does not 
contact DHR or the D.A.’s 
office to reach an agreement 
during the grace period may be

During the regular bimonthly 
meeting, Coffee County 
Commissioners decided 
Tuesday, Nov, 13, to make get- 
ting a lake in Coffee County a 
top priority. 

Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple said the county has 
looked at the possibility in the 
past, and he believes now: is the 
time to make the issue a‘top pri- 
ority, He said Barbara Gibson, 
director of the Choctawhatchee, 
Pea and Yellow Rivers 


Watershed Authority, agrees. 

In conversing with Gibson, 
Dalrymple said he indicated now 
is the time to make a move with 


such a project, especially con- 
sidering the amount of attention 
being given to the water short- 
age issue. 

The lake could be used as a 
reservoir, as well as, be a recre- 
ational attraction for the county. 

“T think it will be a great ben- 
efit to the county to have a lake 
here,” Dalrymple said. 

Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks said the project is an 
important one, and he believes 
the county should move immedi- 
ately to move forward with it. 

Gibson, by chance, happened 
to be in the building during the 
commission meeting, and com- 
missioners asked her to address 
the idea. She said her office is in 
a good position right now to 
assist the county in moving for- 
ward, 

Gibson said the watershed 
authority has additional funds 
for Fiscal Year 2008 to fund 
study projects. He also said 
more funds are possible. 

“As an agency, we (watershed 
authority) are certainly willing 
and ready to move forward with 
such a project,” said Gibson, 

Just as Commissioner 
Dalrymple pointed out, Gibson 
again suggested now is definite- 
ly the time for such a project 
with so much attention being 
placed on water shortages. 

Also, in answering a question 
regarding the purpose of a lake, 
Gibson said a water reservoir 
certainly can have more than one 
purpose.

Don’t expect our simple brain to 
give the world the exact details on all this, nor do we expect all 
our readers to agree ...... and we respect the opinons of those 
who do think otherwise. Unfortunantly it is a debate which will 
not be settled any time soon. Hopefully we can all thank God and — 
give Him full credit for all of it.

The high places must be removed 


1 Kings 15:1414-But the high places were not removed: neverthe- 
less Asa’s heart was perfect with the Lord all — his days. 


A high place was an elevated site, usually on top of a mountain or 
hill; most were Canaanite places of pagan worship. The average 
high place consisted of an altar, along with a carved wooden pole, a 
stone pillar and some type of building. In the text, Asa was King of 
Judah. Unlike his grandfather, Rehoboam, he did do what was right 
in the sight of the Lord much like his great- great grandfather, 


, David. Asa took away the Sodomites out of the land, removed all 


the idols that his father had made, and even removed his mother 
from being queen, because she had made an idol in a grove; and he 
destroyed her idol and burnt it by the brook Kidron — yet, hé did not 
remove the high places that had been erected by his great grandfa- 
ther, Solomon. Because he did not remove the high places, Judah 
paid a price for his disobedience. They were in war with Baasha, 
King of Israel all their days. Had Asa removed the high places, I 
believe Judah could have had several years of rest from war. 
I asked the Lord what was the meaning of high places as it pertains 
to us today? [ also asked him, why He wanted me.to write about this 
at this time? This is what the Lord said to me. “The altar represents 
your heart. The carved wooden poles represent your aspirations 
(strong desires). The stone pillars represent your beliefs (faith, 
trust, expectations). The building represents your body (physical 
structure). 
High places are anything that you allow to take my position as first 
place in your life. This could be persons, places, things, or ideas. I 
require true baba (strong affection, or dedication). This means 
you must have communion (close fellowship, or intimate associa- 
tion) with me daily for instructions as to how you are to conduct 
yourself for the day. This means you must pray, study my word and 
meditate on my word — both day and night. If you don’t remove the 
high places, you would be in error by way of sins of omission, even 
if you are no longer in error by way of sins of commission. 
For instance, if you allow your employment to take precedence 
over communion with me © then that’s a high place. If you allow 
your position in the church to pull you way from intimate time alone 
with me — then that’s a high place. If you allow your cell phone to 
take you away from communion with me — then that’s a high place. 
If you allow building and fulfilling your own agendas to take prece- 
dence over communion with me — then that’s a high place. If you 
allow spending time with loved ones to hinder your intimate time 
alone with me — then that’s a high place. If you allow any busy 
schedules to deduct devotional time from me — then that’s a high 
place. Remember, I created you to worship and adore me and to be 
in fellowship with me. You are free to love other persons, places, 
things, or ideas but I must be your first love. Never ever place any 
person, place, thing, or idea before me or beside me. I AM God and 
besides me there is none else: I AM a jealous God. I will not allow 
you to devote all. of your affection to'none other. You are to look 
unto me as being the hill (high place) from whence cometh your 
help. All of your help comes from me. If you rely upon any per- 
son, any place, any thing; or any idea to bring to you total fulfill- 
ment (peace, happiness, contentment, etc.) aside from me — then the 
high places must be removed. Your high places will not just come 
down, you must remove them yourself. If not, this misdeed will be 
passed from generation to generation much like the way it was 
passed from Solomon, to Rehoboam, to Abijah, to Asa, to 
Jehoshaphat. Judah was on the unfavorable end of my judgment 
because the leaders disobeyed my word and refused to remove the 
high places. Neglecting to remove any and all high places will 
cause my unfavorable judgment to fall upon nations. You must 
remove them in order that I might be your “All-Sufficiency”, Amen

Senator Jimmy Holley and 
Representative Terry Spicer pre- 
sented a check for $40,000 last 
Wednesday, Nov, 14, from com- 
munity pledge grants for the 
Elba Playground project.
